Tlie only outstanding "epocial problem” In this project is the 
postponement of emigration of individuals essential to the 
conduct of this operation. On 23 November 1949 ^e received a 
list of names of six top ranking ASOEAK individuals who are 
scheduled for early emigration to the United States. We 
suggested that all of these Individuals proceed with their 
regular emigration requirements and that we be notified 
ijttudiately when a United States visa is issued. Upon 
receiving such notification from the ABGSANS we propose to 
request the United States Consulates concerned to extend the 
validity of such visas as long as we may deem it necessary. 

Vte anticipate that the same problem will have to be met in the 
case of each individual courier who agrees to postpone his 
emigration in order to accept an assignment under this project
